STORING VEGETABLES |

Storing vegetables for the winter is 
a simple matter for the gardener who 
knows the requirements of the differ- 


storing is done, the temperature, venti- 
lation, light, and molsture must be 
looked after + coger the egtire season. 


Boxes and are convenient for 
storing root crops in cellars or base- 
ments. The conditions that are best 
for such crops as turnips, salaify, 
parsnips, carrots, and beets are sirn- 
ilar fo those needed for the rish po- 
tato.
